Many alumni do 
not know the answers, However, answers 
must be given to these questions for all 
alumni if they are to obtain real interest 
in the work of the Association and its 
rcle in the building of Auburn. 


25 officers necessary 


THE newly-elected president of the 
Association is Clyde Collins Pearson, °26, 
who was elected at the annual Associa- 
tion meeting at Homecoming on Novem- 
ber 8. He is aided in the administration 
of alumni affairs by a six-member Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the past presi- 
dent of the Association who serves in an 
ex-officio capacity on the committee. 

Serving also as key leaders of the 
Association are the vice-presidents. Six- 
teen vice-presidents were appointed by 
President Pearson and approved by the 
Executive Committee at a meeting in 
Auburn on November 23. The vice- 
presidents work with the President and 
the Executive Secretary in organizing 
local Auburn clubs and. in other activi- 
ties which further the purposes and ob- 
jectives of the Association. 


Elected at homecoming 


OFFICERS of the Association are elected 
at the annual business meeting held on 
Homecoming Day. Under the two-year 
rotation plan adopted by the Association 
in 1948, three members are named to the 
Executive Committee at the annual busi- 
hess meeting. The past president of the 
Association automatically becomes an 
ex-officio member of the Executive 
Committee for thx length of the term of 
his successor. 
At Homecoming the presidency and 
all existing vacancies on the Executive 
Committee are filled in an election. A 


nominating committee submits names 
of afumni to fill the vacancies. Nomi- 
nations can also be submitted from 
the floor and all current dues paying 
members at the meeting are eligible 
to vote. 


Duties of the officers 


ADMINISTRATION of all affairs of the 
Association must have the approval of 
the president and the Executive Com- 
mittee. The president presides over the 
meetings of the Association and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. -He also appoints 
various committees and fills vacancies 
on the standing committees provided by 
the constitution of the Association. 


Appointed by the president, the vice- 
presidents shall be selected as follows: 
“cne from each congressional district 
of the State of Alabama; one from among 


‘the active members of the Association 


who is also a member of the faculty of 
A.P.I1.; one from among the remaining 
active members residing in Lee County, 
Alabama; and not less than two nor 
more than 12 to be chosen from the 
active members residing out of the state 
of Alabama.” 


Another officer of the Association is 
Executive Secretary Joe Sarver Jr., ’37, 
who administers the program of the 
Association as outlined by the president 
and Executive Committee and who per- 
forms such duties as organizing clubs, 
raising funds, representing A.P.I. at vari- 
ous functions, and looking after the 
daily problems of administration that 
must be dealt with. Mr. Sarver also 
serves as secretary of the Auburn Edu- 
cational Foundation. Custodian of the 


funds of the Association is the treasurer, 
W. T. Ingram, who is the college busi- 
ness manager.

President Draughon speaks of 


Auburn’s Mission of Service 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following report 
to the A.P.I. Board of Trustees was made 
by President Ralph Draughon at the an- 
nual meeting of the Board at Home- 
coming on November 7. This report is 
a clear analysis of Dr. Draughon’s views 
on Auburn’s present and future. It points 
out not only the progress that has been 
made at the institution, but also the 
problems which must be faced in the 
future. : 

President Draughon spells out the 
factors which he feels have contributed 
to Auburn’s growth. Although this part 
of the report does not use the facts and 
Statistics about the institution that can 
be found in the detailed report to the 
trustees, it makes clear the philosophy 
which the Board of Trustees, President 
Draughon, and each of the three diyis- 
ions of A.P.I. are using as a guide in 
leading Auburn in its mission of service 
to the people of Alabama. 


November 7, 1952 - 


I HAVE the honor to transmit herewith 
a digest of the annual reports of all 
divisions and departments of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. 


It is an interesting report, revealing 
the problems and the progress, and the 
prodigious labors that have transpired 
here during the past year. I think that 
we have continued to grow and improve, 
but I would be the last to say that we 
have accomplished all that we sought to 
achieve. I believe that most of us who 
are employed in the operation of the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute under- 
stand that it is in a dynamic state of 
development and progrtss. 


_ tam sure that you, as members of the 
Board, through your decisions-and enact- 
ments, have the same feeling that we 
have come far in recent years in our 
unified effort to provide the personnel 
and the facilities with which to carry 
out the great mission of service of this 
Land Grant University. 


Auburn outstanding 


I THINK that you can join us in honest 
pride over the fact that the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute today is looked 
upon with respect as one of the out- 
Standing universities of the South. It is 
this growing prestige, this recognition of 
its worth, that accounts for its unprece- 
dented popularity among the high school 
graduates of Alabama. In that connec- 
tion, indications now lead us to believe 
that next year’s freshman class will be 
@s great as this year’s record-breaking 
entry. 


It is this popularity that is sobering 
in its portent although satisfying in 
its promise. We feel that the great 
developments that have transpired 
here are the result of a number of 
factors which I would fist as follows: 


1. The realization that the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute is an educational 


instrument rather than a political instru- 


ment of the state of Alabama. 


2. That, as an arm of the State, it is 
subject, of course, to political forces 
but that the best possible political pro- 
gram of an educational institution is 
that of a job well done, without parti- 
sanship, and without commitments. 


3. That in order to do a good job the 
institution must be free from internal 
dissension and strife. 


4. That in order to achieve unity of 
effort, personal ambitions for place and 
prestige must become subservient to the 
greater and more constructive ambition 
to build here a great center of learning 


for the people of our state. 

5. That, whatever the ills of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, they are 
due not to the machinations and de- 
signs of other educational Institutions, 
but rather to our own failures.

8. That the Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute will continue to grow in influence, 
character, and prestige so long as it con- 
tinues to provide sound instruction, 
needed research, and helpful extension 
services to our people.

I THINK that it is through this purpose 
and willingness to seek out our weak- 
nesses and plan-tegether to correct them; 
to. labor ceaselessly to strengthen the 
institution in all phases of its complex 
programs; to accept responsibility and 
to build morale; that we have accom- 
plished much in recent years. 


We have met crises and survived them. 
We have planned fearlessly and cre- 
atively for the future. We have worked 
as a team—staff, faculty, students, and 
alumni—to build a Greater Auburn. 


Sought to cooperate 


WE HAVE not sought in any fashion to 
weaken or handicap any other educa- 
tional institution. We have made every 
effort possible to work in complete Qar- 
mony and understanding with the other 
colleges of our state and of the South. 


WE HAVE CONSISTENTLY SUP- 
PORTED THE PROGRAMS FOR THE 
IMPROVEMENT OF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. WE FEEL THAT WE HAVE 
TOO MUCH TO DO THAT IS VITAL 
TO THE FUTURE OF OUR STATE TO 
WEAKEN OUR EFFORTS IN BOOT- 
LESS RIVALRIES AND CONTROVER- 
SIES. 


We believe that Alabama and the 
South are moving into a great and prom- 
ising period of industrial growth and 
development that will call for better 
educated men and women in almost all 
phases of activity. We feel that there 
is greater promise for the youth of our 
state than ever existed before—if they 
are trained and educated for the new 
tasks of private and public responsi- 
bility that await them. Therefore, we 
believe that all of the colleges of Ala- 
bama have more to do than they can 
accomplish in providing leadership in 
the numerous professions and vocations 
of tomorrow.

Chemists Meet 4t APT 


ONE OF the important meetings held at 
Auburn during the fall quarter was the 
Southeastern Regional Meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. Because of 
Space limitation, The Alumnews was not 
able to carry a story on the meeting at 
the time it was held, but feels that a 
report on the convention will be inter- 
esting to alumni.
